HURT NOT THOUGHT SERIOUS 


Auto Struck Bump and Wilson’s Head 
Was Jolted Against Steel Rib 
in Roof of Car. 


Princeton, N. J., November 3.—Gov- 
ernor Woodrow Wilson tonight wears 
a narrow strip of collodion and gauze 
across the top of his head, covering it 
scalp wound three inches long which 
he received early today in a motor car 
mishap on the way home from Red 
Bank, N,. J. 

His automobile struck a mound in 
the road and jolted him against a steel 
rib in the roof of the limousine car. 
The wound is not serious, and the dem- 
ocratic nominee will fulfill his speak- 
ing engagements in Paterson and Pas- 
saic, N. J., tomorrow night, and at- 
tend to his correspondence as usual 
early tomorrow. 

Tonight the governor was in the par- 
lor of his home, the center of a group 
of friends. There was nothing in his 
manner to indicate he had met with 
any mishap. He said he did not feel 
the wound in the slightest degree, and 
had not even developed a headache 
from it. e

Otherwise he was in 
good condition, and seemed to be suf- 
tering from no il effects.” 

The governor's family was kept busy 
answering the telephone tonight, alle- 
viating the worry of friends who had 
heard alarming reports, they said, 
about the accident. The mishap oc- 
curred in the early hours of the morn- 
ing. The governor had spoken last 
night at Red Bank, and left for Prince- 
ton, a distance of 45 miles, shortly be- 
fore 11 o'clock. He rode in the limou- 
Sine car of Abraham I. Elkus, a New 
York lawyer, who lives at Red Bank, 
accompanted by Captain William J. 
McDonald, his personal bodyguard, 
who was shaken up and bruised. 

Governor Tells of Mishap. 


“The machine was running about 
fifteen mites an hour, narrated the 
governor tonight, “and we were going 
very smoothly, near Hightstown, when 
the Jar came. The cnautteur did /not 
see the moung of earth, being deceived 
by a shadow being thrown across the 
road. As we struck Captain McDonald 
was thrown against the roof of the car. 
I felt of my head and found that it 
was bleeding. I knew'‘I wasn’t seri- 
ously hurt, but Knew that it was im- 
prudent to continue the journey in 
the cold, so we stopped some passers- 
by and within a few minutes found 
the home of Dr. Titus at Hightstown. 
He dressed the wound carefully, and 
cleanseg it, and we went on to Prince- 
ton.” 

The physician shaved the governor's 
hair surrounding the injury and the 


| strip of antiseptic plaster partly cover- 


ied the bald spot. 

His suit was stained with blood, as 
the wound bled profusely at first. He 
said he was not disturbed in the least 
by the accident, but By the fact that 
Mrs. Wilson probably was worrying 
about hig delay in getting home. He 
did not telephone anybody about the 
accident and askeg Dr. Titus not to say 
anything about it until he reached 
Princeton. And when the governor 
arrived at home after 3 o'clock in the 
morning his hat covered the wound, 
and most of the family had gone to 
bed. It was not known:in the Wilson 
household, therefore, until about noon 
today that he had been hurt. 

Hat Acteg as Cushion. 

The nominee had to repeat the story 
of the accident several times during 
the day. “It was a hard blow,” he re- 
marked, “but My hat acted as.a cush- 
ion, though not a very soft one.” 

Governor Wilson would have reached 
home much sooner if it were not for 
the difficulty Dr. Titus had in finding 
his antiseptics and also the painstak- 
tne of the physician, when he learned 
who his patient was. In fact, when 
the boys who helped rouse the physi- 
cian told him Governor Wilson was 
outdoors, Dr. Titus thought they were 
jesting. When he learned that the 
governor was really at the dgor, he 
spared no time in getting to work. 
Although hot water and other necessa- 
ries were not at hand at the moment, 
he was able to dress the wound in 
two hours. The governor said it was 
a long time to wait, and the job 
“might have been done in fifteen min- 
utes’ on other occasions, but he agreed 
with the doctor that it was “best to 
do the work thoroughly.”

His frst .wife, who was Miss Sallie 
Greer, of Newnan, and the three chil- 
dren of his first marriage were. all 
taken from him by death. 
years ago he wasS married to Mrs. 
Carrie S. Davis, of Biloxi, Miss., who 
came from the well-known family of 
Mississippi Vaughans. 

Went to Florida in Winter. 

Since then they have divided their 
time between Atlanta and Florida. 
Judge Rosser has been afflicted for 
eeveral years with partial paralysis 
and every winter he has sought the 
warm climate of Florida. 

Four months ago he and his wife 
were in a serious automobile accident 
on Peachtree road, near their home in 
Brookwood. Their carriage was struck 
by a big touring car and Mrs. Rosser 
was seriously injured, while the judge 
suffered a badly injured hand. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rosser owned a beau- 
tiful Mttle winter home at DeLand, 
Fla., where they had gone only three 
weeks ago, and where death came Sun- 
day morning at 9 o'clock. 

Funeral on Tuesday. 

The funeral of Judge Rosser will 
take place some time Tuesday at the 
First Christian Chruch, Dr. L. O. Brick- 
er being 1n charge of the services. The 
body will arrive in Atlanta Monday 
morning and will be taken to &. Hf. 
Patterson & Son’s chapel. 

Judge Rosser is survived by four 
sisters, Mrs. Fannie Treadwell, of At- 
lanta; Mrs. Amanda Moseley, of Way- 
cross: Mrs. /Elizabeth.Swan, of Con- 
yers, and Mrs. Bomar, who lives some- 
where in the northwest.

STRIKERS RIOTING 


AT JACKSONVILLE 


Cars Wrecked and the Crews 
Beaten Despite the Pres- 
ence of the Soldiers. 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 3.—The 
entire city has been in a state of un- 
easiness througbout today on account 
of the many acts of violence on the 
part of the strike sympathizers. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the entire 
strength vf the police department is 
on constant duty. and practically the 


entire military strength of Florida is}: 


on duty here, mob violence continues 
and the situation today has assumed 
@ more scrious aspect. 

On Monroe street this afternoon a 
mob of fully ome hundred men attack- 
ed a street car, battering in all of the 
windows; crews were taken from 
other cars and beaten. Fully twenty 
arrests have been made during the 
day, but the police have been unable 
to keep the sympathizers from form- 
ing in various sections of the city. 

In Riversfde at 4 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon a gang of about thirty sympa- 
thizers attacked a car, throwing mis- 
siles through the windows, striking 
two women who were on the car. 
These missiles’ fell in ang around an 
automobile filled, with women and chil- 
dren. Six of these men were caught 
by mounted police, but no sooner had 
the patrol wagon left the scene than 
the remainder of the gang organized 
again and attacked cars in the next 
block, tearing out windows and badly 


‘1 defacing the cars. 


Wild scenes. of disorder have pre- 
vailed throughout the downtown dis- 
tricts and tonight citizens are oiling 
up their guns ready to protect life 
and property if necessary.

CONSTANTINOPLE IN TERROR 


Massacre and Pillage Feared if Beaten 
Turkish Troops Enter---Powers 
Are Hurrying Warships. 


London, November 3.—The Turk 
ish army is in full retreat on Con 
stantinople and the Turkish govern- 
ment has asked the powers to inter- 
vene. : : 

An official bulletin -was issued by 
the government at Constantinople 
tonight admitting defeat at the hands 
of the Bulgarians in the great battle 
on the Thracean plains. 

Application was made to the em- 
bassies in Constantinople tonight for 
mediation by the powers to end the 
and arrange a peace 
agreement. 

The ambassadors, prior to this, 
had asked the Porte to grant per- 
mission to each of the great powers 
to send one warship through the 
Dardanelles, and this request had 
been complied with. The only guar- 
antee of safety for’ the native Chris- 
tians, and. perhaps foreigners, in Con- 
stantinople, is to be found in the 
presence of the warships of -the 
great powers in the harbor of the 
Turkish capital. 

Bulgaria Wants Constantinople. 

It is the general belief that Bul- 
garia will refuse to listen to anything 
in the way of intervention until the 
Bulgarian army is” at the gates of 
Constantinople, and will insist that 
Turkey make an appeal direct to the 
allies without interference from the 
powers. 

The powers have not been able te 
agree upon the French premier’s for- 
mula of “territorial disinterestedness” 
which is not acceptable to either Aus- 
tria or Germany. They are taking 
steps, however, for the protection of 
Christians and their own political in- 
terests in Turkey. One warship, ‘in 
addition to the vessels already dfs- 
patched to the Turkish ports, will be 
sent through the Dardanelles by each 
of the powers. 

Beyond the statement that the Tur- 
kish army is retreating to the last 
line of fortifications outsidé Constan- 
tincple, there was little news received 
from the seat of war tonight. Fight- 
ing was reported along the line from 
Tchorlu to Serai, which was the. out- 
come, doubtless, of the effort of the 
defeated Turks to retire within the 
Tchalja lines, which the Bulgari ns * 
are doing their utmost to prevent. 

Invaders Tighten Grip. 

The besieging forces are tighteninz 
their grip around Adrianople and the 
bombarding is becoming more vigor- 
ous.

For- 
eigners and natives alike are suffering 
from the tension caused by the series 
ef military disasters, and, although 
the city is in a state of siege, crime in 
some quarters is unchecked. Many 
families are leaving the city.

There is a large and unruly element 
of the population which would be glad 
of any pretext’ for massacre and pil- 
lage. The presence of more than 
10,000 refugees from the war zone, who 
have lost all their possessions, adds 
to the danger of the situation. Rumors 
are curreat that the Young Turks 
committee may start rioting with the 
object of overthrowing the govern- 
ment, but there have been no tangible 
proofs of such a plan. It is doubt- 
ful whether a rising would be direct- 
ed against foreigners, as much as na- 
tive Christians, but the danger to for- 
elgners is very real. If the Turkish 
army sustains complete defeat, the 
lives and property of thousands of 
foreigners, as well as native Chris- 
tians, will be in imminent peril. 

The presence of foreign warships is 
of the greatest importance, and would 
be the surest guarantee of the security 
of foreign interests and public order 
generally. The government has made 
more severe the state of siege; strong 
patrols circulate through the streets, 
and the police have received orders to 
use the utmost vigilance and repress 
disorders rigorously. 

A brigade of infantry has been dis- 
patched to Tchatalja with orders to 
prevent all fugitives, particularly sol- 
diers, from proceeding to Constanti- 
nople, but it is questionable whether 
the brigade, under conditions, could 
Carry out such an order. 

TWO GREEK ARMIES MARCH 
TO MAKE ATTACK ON SALONIKI 

Saloniki, November 3.—(Uncensored) 
A complete Greek division under Gen- 
eral Smolensky landed at Stavres on 
the northeast of the Chalcis peninsula 
and occupied the villages and mining 
district as well as the capital, Peligyro, 
from which the Turkish officials were 
expelled. The division is now march- 
ing on Galatsista and Saloniki, ac- 
companied by 6,000 well-armed Greek 
peasants, many of whom are deserters 
from the Turkish army. 

There is a prospect that Saloniki will 
be attacked Simultaneously by two 
Greek armies converging from the 
west and east. It is understood that 
the municipal authorities have decided 
in favor of a prompt surrender. 

It is reporteq that Salih Pasha, min- 
ister of marine, has arrived to take 
command of the Turkish western army. 
General Kadry and Mehmed Pasha, an 
Albanian chief, have been gent to Con- 
stantinople in irons to be court-mar- 
tialed for the Turkish defeat at Ku- 
manova. According to current rumors 
fifteen Turkish officers have already 
been tried and shot “for the encour- 
agement of the others,” 

Many Bulgarian prisoners here or on 
the way here have been maltreated.

Change of Six Votes ‘Needed 
lo Bring This Result

Party control of the United States 
senate.depends upon Tuesday's elec- 
tion. 

Senatorial primaries and state elec- 
tions to be held in twenty-nine states 
will decide whether the new president 
to be inaugurated on March 4, 1913, 
will have a congress of his own politi- 
cal faith back of him. 

Of the house of representatives there 
is absolutely no doubt; the majority 
in that branch will even be increased. 
A change of six votes is needed to 
cont: ol the senate, but if Governor 
a big 
mas«-rity' there is every reason to hope 
ihe will sweep along the six extra dem- 
ecratic senators on tne wave of his 
own popularity. 

Democrats Expect Control. 

Democratic forecasters now see the 
rzinbow of hope stretching from the 
senute wing of the capitol to the white 
house, and complete democratic control 
of the government assured. 

The sound reasons on which this ex- 
pectation is based may be of interest 
to democrats. 

There are 43 democrats and 50 re- 
publicans, including ten progressive 
republicans, in the present senate. Tha 
terms of one-third of these senators 
expire on March 4, including thirteen 
demcecrats and eighteen republicans. 
Three semate seats are now vacant; 
one by reason of the death of 
Senator Weldon B. Heyburn, of 
Idaho; . one through the failure 
of the legislature of Colorado to 
elect at the last’ term a successor to 
the late Senator Hughes, and one 
through the unseating of Senator Wil- 
liam Lorimer, of Illinois. 

Wil Name Two Senators. 

Thus the states of Illinols, Idaho 
and Colorado will each elect two sena- 
tors. Here is where the democrats 
expect to get a strangle hold, for the 
three senators now representing those 
states, namely Senators Cullom, Gug- 
genheim and Borah, are republicans; 
but the legislature of Colorado is now 
der ccra*i:c and there {s more than an 
even chance that the democrats wil) 
elect the legislature in Illinois and 
Iciaho. 

Most of the democrats whose terms 
are about to expire are from: solidly 
democratic states, as a study of the 
following list will show, while the re- 
publican senators come from states 
which are. extremely wobbly in their 
allegiance to the republican party and 
are inclining toward Wilson.

Only officers of 
the law and men engaged in a very few hazardous occupations 
have any right to bear arms. The others are chronic trouble-mak- 
ers, common bullies and embyro-murderers. 

That Georgia, as Well as other states, has found no way to 
deal with this sinister and growing problem is an indictment of 
our civilization. We verge nearer to barbarity than to enlighten- 
ment when we allow such conditions to continue. Let the law 
require that license or permit be secured by the man that carries 
a gun, or purchases one, and that both classes be registered. ‘Then 
let violators of the law, high and low, be given the limit penalty 
by juries and judges. Once the gunman understands his homicidal 
tendency is to meet harsh treatment, the evil will dwindle quickly 


enough.

RURAL BANKING SYSTEM 


Editor Constitution: I notice in a 
recent Constitution an account of the 
indersement by President Taft of the 
credit and banking 
systems, and urging an early adoption 
of the same in this country to meet 
the néeds and condition of American 
agriculture. 

President Taft is to be commended 
for the efforts he is now putting forth 
along that line, andI feel that good re- 
sults will ensue from the agitation of 
this important economic agricultural 
question, coming as it does from the 
president of the United States. 

Indeed, the demand for an investiga- 
tion of European rural credits has 
been incorporated in the platforms of 
all three great political parties this 
year, which removes it entirely ,from 
the realm of partisan politics. 

But I think it important that the 
people generally should know that the 
real. active .movement to secure prog- 
ress in the study and investigation of 
these foreign rural credit systems in 
the interest of American farmers was 
started by the Southern Commercial 
congress last April at its annual ses- 
sion held at Nashville. 

The Southern Commercial congress 
is now busily engaged in assembling 
a select committee of at least two 
delegates from each state in the union 
to visit Europe next May under the 
general supervision of the congress. 

This commission, of about 100 
gates, will 
careful and painstaking 
of the European rural credit and 
banking systems, as they have been 
developed in all the leading agricul- 
tural countries of the continent and 
Great Britain. 

The federal government, through the 
co-operation of Fresident Taft and the 
Tinited States senate, is lending all 
possible assistance in arranging for 
the reception of the commission by

ing an itinerary. which will enable the 
commission to make the best possible 
investigation of the foreign rural 
credit systems. 


The commission will hold i! first 
session at Rome, Italy, in the Imterna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture, which 
will be in annual session next May, and 
practically all of the American ambas-: 
sadors in Europe will assemble at 
Rome to receive thé American com- 
mission. | 

The commission will be composed 
principally of, leading farmers from the 
different states, officers of the agri- 
cultural and mechanical colleges, offi- 
cial representatives of the farmers’ 
union, representatives* of our = rural 
banking organizations and economists 
a the study of our agricultural prob- 
ems. 

Delegates have already been selected 
from a majority of the states, and it 
is now certain that practically every 
state in the union 1 be represented 
on the commission by from two to 
three delegates each. 

As chairman of the committee on 
agricultural, finance of the’ Southern 
Commercial congress, the assembling 
of this commission comes directly uyn- 
der my administration, although [ have 
the fullest co-operation of the head- 
y aoe seat of the congress at Washinge- 
on. 

It is believed that as a result of the 
investigation and study of these Euro- 
pean credit systems, that plans can be 
devised to greatly assist American 
farmers in the better financing of the 
production and marketing of their 
crops along’ lines similar to those 
which have proven so successful and 
profitable to European agriculture dur- 
ing the past fifty years. 

The countries to be visited wtll ‘tn- 
clude Italy, Hungary, Austria, Ger- 
many, France, Russia, the Balkan 
states, Sweden, Denmark, Switzerland. 
Belgium, Holland and Ireland.

_ RACE SOLUTION TRAIL 


Eatonton, Ga.. November 3.—(Spe- 
‘cial. )—An experiment at the solution 
of the race problem inaugurated by 
the white people and the negroes of 
Putnam county is likely to have a 
widespread influence for good in the 
southern states. The best white resi- 
dents of the county realize that mis- 
understanding te back of most of the 
friction between the races. With a 
view to remedying that condition they 
have been holding what might be 


negroes, in churches and in the court- 
house. In these gatherings there is no 
hint of social equality on either side. 
But there is a great deal said about 
the mutual interests of the two races 
and the manner in which they may 
best be conserved. 

As Benjamin W. Hunt, of this place, 
president of the Georgia Bankers’ as- 
sociation, and one of the most respect- 
ed citizens of Georgia, says: “We re- 
alize that the negro is here, and, as 
far as the present generation igs con- 
eerned, he is here to stay. We, there- 
fore, realize that the best thing to do 
is to have a common understanding as 
to our many relations.” 

“as a Negro Sees it. 

A striking address at one of these 
recent meetings was that made by C. 
W. Driskell, a negro educator, who 
analyzed educational tendencies among 
the megroes, and gtated the necessity 
of his race’ with unusual incisiveness. 

Driskell divides the so-called “edu- 
eated negro” into four classes. The 
first three he rekards as contributing 
little to the solution of the problem. 
The first ‘is the “self-important and 
egotistic:” the secofid, those who flock 
to cities, demand large wages out of 
proportion to value given, and are of 
little help to their race; the third, “the 
educated parasite, the professional 
loafer and the human leeches.” Dris- 
kell declares it ia negroes of these 
three classes who condemn just such 
efforts.as those now going forward in 
Putnam to bring a detter understand- 
ing between the races. 

What Must Be Done. 


the remedy so clearly in other por- 
tions of his address that they are 
worth reproduction, as follows: 


“In the fourth class of the present- 
day educated negro we find-the minis- 
ters, the teachers. the doctors, the 
business men and the farmers, who are 
doing the real work towards civilizing.

ment is alarming to anyone who has 
anything like a proper sense of the 
requirements of a civilizeq community 
upon its inhabitants. But when we 
raise our voices In the pulpit, in the 
schoolroom, or on the platform against 
| these things three-fourths of the ne- 
groes whose welfare we seek are ready 
to secretly Institute a boycott against 
us and unless the powers that be come 
to our aid our days of usefulness in 
that community are numbered. These 
dens of vice, ignorance and immorality 
are the breeding places of nine-tenths 
of all\the crimes committed by the 
negro.

It is important, vitally important, 
that the consumers of milk who in- 
clude practically every family, should 
have definite knowledge, and ° not 
mere opinions or beliefs on these 
points, says the Georgia qtate board of 
health. 

Where the family owns its cow and 
knows it is healthy, it is possible for 
it to have always clean and healthy 
milk by observing the simple sanitary 
rules in the process of milking—rules 
whose basic principle is cleanliness, 
absolute cleanliness. Unfortunately, 
however, the majority of families either 
because of the expense or local condi- 
tions of city life, must depend on one 
of the nearby dairies for their daily 
supply of milk. 

From the cradle, it might be said, 
to the grave, milk is one of the most 
important, most essential, articles of 
human diet. Composed of water car- 
rying in solution the three great nat- 
ural foods—albumens in the form of 
casein, carbohydrates such as milk su- 
gar or lactose, and fat—milk is an 
ideal food for persons in all ages. It 
contains everything needed for the 
sustenance of life. Its value depends 
upon its purity; its universal use de- 
mands that it shall be pure, sanitary 
and wholesome. 

Cleanliness Is Essential. 

The family owning its own cow 
should know first that the cow is 
healthy. The cow should be milked in 
clean surroundings. The person milk- 
ing have thoroughly clean hands. 
Water should be boiled in the vessel 
into which the milk is to be drawn. 
This boiled water should be poured 
into another vessel and used for care- 
fully cleansing the udder and teats 
of the cow. The bucket into which the 
milk ts to be drawn should not be 
rinsed after the boiled water is poured 
from ift, for it is then sterile and clean, 
and other water poured into it may 
contaminate it. The milk should be 
poured into other vessels which have 
been similarly cleansed and kept in a 
clean refrigerator or cool place until 
wanted for use. 

With the cow at home, the family 
may see to it that simple sanitary rules 
are complied with, but with the dairy 
the problem is a different one. In the 
interest of the protection of the pub-

The police do not doubt the young 
woman's sanity, although her husband, 
who called at the jail today, said there 
was nothing in her story, and that she 
was temp >rarily insane. 

The young woman told her story to- 
day with utmost frankness. She show- 
ed remorse and emotion when relating 
the story of how she gave poison to 
Mrs. Eliza Coe, at Sedalia, a year aft- 
er she had caused the death of Mrs. 
E. M. Quaintance, at Green Ridge, 12 
miles south of Sedalia. 

“Mrs. Coe was good to me,” she 
said, “although she scolded me some- 
times. She had taken a baby to the 
poor farm through the rain, and 
caught a’bad cold. I nursed her, and 
gave her two capsules about half full 
of poison. She got worse, and was s0 
zood and kind to me then that I was 
sorry that I poisoned her, but I was 
afraid to tell the doctor. When she | 
died the doctor said it was due to 
ptomaine poisoning. 

“I never really felt bad about caus- 
ing Mrs. Quaintance’s death, except 
that 1 Knew it was wrong. But she 
and her husband were not Kind to me. 
I was only 15 years old when I was 
sent to them by the orphanage. Mr. 
Quaintance,. who was about @# years 
old, mistreated me, and [ had trouble 
with his wife because he encouraged 
me to be disrespectful to her. We 
quarreled one day and he took her 
part, and maybe that is why I gave 
her the poison. 

“I do not know why I killed either 
of the women. That is a question I 
have asked myself several times. All T 
know is that I wanted to get it off 
my mind. I used to think about:$it 
when I was alone or got despondent. 
If they put me in the penitentiary, I 
will serve my sentence’ gladly, be- 
cause then I can start in over again, 
and with a clean slate.”
